City Planners Avoid Making Decision . | 4-WAY STOP 
After 2-Hour Battle Over Firehouse 


A two-hour hearing on whether a 
use permit saould be issued to the 
Menlo Park. Fire District for con- 
struction of a fire station at Gak 
Grove averue and Hoover street re- 
sulted in “no decision” Monday 
night. 

In the face of heavy protests from 
an audience ef about 50 persons— 
many of whom had previously sign- 
ed a. protess petition also submitted 
—the Menio Park city planning 
commission tabied decision until its 
April 6 meeting. 

That the matter should be con- 
tinucd was suggested by Irving F. 
Dunn, owner of property at Oak 
Grove and Chestnut street. Mo- 
tion for the continuation was 
made by Commissioner Harrison 
Johnston and four of the five 
members of the commission pre- 
sent voted to defer decision. Board 
Chairman Charles Andrews dis- 
sented, 

Joseph Sullivan acted as principal 


spokesman, with Dunn, for those 
protesting, 
He contended, among _ other 


things, that the proposed site was 
not the best that could be obtained 
for protection of the business area 
of Menlo Park, since Oak Grove av- 
enue continues westward only as far 
as University drive and Hoover 
street continues only two blocks 
north before it ends at Valparaiso 
avenue. 

STATES CASES 

He added that he “hadn’t heard 
any valid reason” for a fire station 
in location in question. 

Fire Commissioners C. Vernon 
Barker and Joseph T. Hanna sup- 
ported the fire district’s contentions. 

A station west of the railroad 
tracks, and preferably west of El 
Camino Real, had been recommend- 
ed by the board of fire underwriters, 
they said, as a requirement in main- 
taining vresent fire insurance rates. 

The fire protection agency has 
examined several sites, including 
some on Menlo avenue, and has 
found none that fit as well as the 
one wnuder discussion. It has own- 
ed the property at Hoover street

He replied that the city’s master 
plan wes a consideration. But grow- 
th in industrial and residential val- 
uation in western Menlo Park, as it 
presently exists, is sufficient to just- 
ify the new station. 

“It is incumbent upon the fire 
district to provide adequate fire 
protection fov its residents?’ Barker 
stated. “Actually the number and lo- 
cation of the fire stations we have 
is not entirely ‘within our authority, 
but is generally what is recommend- 
ed by the beard of fire underwrit- 
ers.” 

Yhis brouxht a query from Plan- 
ner Faul Bryant, who asked where 
the underwriters “got their sov- 
ereignty.” 

Barker replied that they had no 
“sovereignty,” but set fire insurance 
rates in relation to an area’s fire 
protection. 

Other members of the audience 
who entered the discussion included: 

John Chuck, who asked if the fire 
district’s 39-foot-long aerial ladder 
trnck could be turned, easily, in Oak 
Grove avenue, and suggested Cen- 
tral school property as a more likely 
firehouse site. 

DISLIKES IDEA 

Mrs. J. P. Reingpach, 705 Eliza- 
beth lane, who said that she would 
so dislike having to walk by a fire 
station on her way to the business 
district that she would drive to Palo 
Alto to shop if the facility were 
built. 

Robert Garnett (address not giv- 
en), who asked how the fire distric: 
hoped to maneuver equipment on 
two-block-long, 28-foot-wide Hoover 
street. 

Summarizing the fire depart- 
iment’s position, Commissioner Han- 
na returned to the discussion to ob- 
serve: 

“Everybody agrees that we need 
schools, chucckes and fire stations, 
bui n» onc wants them next to his 
home... We'd get the same pro- 
tests no matter where we propos- 
ead to put the station...” 

Dunn suggested that the commiis- 
sioners and residents “get together” 
to further discuss the need 
building the proposed station on the 
particular site, in asking that the 
matter be tabled.

Than ‘Bay Laurel Drive’ Confounds Planners 


The name, “Bay Laurel,’ appar- 
ently sticks like glue, weathers like 
the pyramids, and will go on forev- 
er, At least, that appears to be the 
wish of residents of the 1700 and 
1800 blocks of the street. 

On the recommendation of the 
city planning commission. residents 
of these two blocks last year consid- 
ered the re-naming of their section 
of the street, since a change in the 
master plan made it discontinuous 
from two other sections of the 
street.

Mhy Are We Worrying-About It? 

What prompted us to all this theorizing? 

We are prompted to it by. the spectacle of the Menlo Park 
vlanning commission Monday night ducking the issue of a new 
.irehouse at the corner of Hoover -street and-Oak Grove avenue. 

We believe that fhe persons who were present to protest did 


0 in good faith because they did not want a firehouse near them. 
it seems to be an accepted rule of thumb that everyone believes 
in religion, cducation and fire protection, but no one wants a 
church, a school or a fire station near his own home. 

(Why this is so, we do not understand, having personally 
lived next toa church and next to a school and having found 
both to be excellent neighbors.) 

' But those who protested had their say. The fire commission, on 

the other hand, had its say. The matter was then before the 
jdanning commission, and having heard the case from both sides 
we feel they should have made a decision, they should have ap- 
proved or denied the use permit for the firehouse. 

Instead, the commission voted 4 to 1 to delay action until 
che next regular meeting, a month later. The interesting part of | 
this postponement is that the city ordinance, under which the fire 
listrict was seeking its permit, requires that the application be 
approved or rejected within 30 days. What happens if action is 
postponed till the next meeting, more than 30 days later? The} 
rdinance does not say, and some aver that such action would 
mean automatic approval of the request. 


We'd Probably Do the Same! 

To be truthful, we cannot find it in our hearts to blame the} 
commission for dodging the issue, or for fecling that it was none 
ff their business to pull fire district chestnuts out of the fire. 

The planning commission has had its share of abuse during, 
he master plan hearings and has been enough accused of high-; 
handed dealing. Were we in their shoes, we, too, probably would 
have side-stepped the issue. 


But the commission had admitted the matter was controversial, | 
iad called a hearing because of that, had publicized the hearing! 
nd given all interested parties a chance to speak. | 

With all this done, the commission could not truthfully have 
deen called high-handed if it had taken the matter, weighed both 
sides, and taken action. 


» Yes. We the people are the bosses in our country. But we will 
ose the strength of cur nation if we hamstring our government | 
by demanding a direct voice in every action. Then we would 
ndanger the very freedom we so loudly assert. 

If local officials refuse to exercise the authority given them 
‘yy the people, if they attempt to dodge responsibility by turning 
‘very controversial matter back to the people, then they them- 
selves are weakening the freedom of the people. 

With advice freely and publicly given by both sides, the offi- 
sials charged with action should have taken it. 

Yes, well practice what we preach. We'll stick our necks out. 
We believe that on the basis of evidence presented the firehouse 
use permit should have been. approved.
